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Sir, 


I do myself the honor of transmiting to you, for presentation to Parliament, the 
first Annual report on the Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, in this Colony, 
for the year ending 3lst December, 1860. 


2. Statistical Records are, year by year, attracting a larger share of public 
attention in all civilized communities, until they now form the best criterion by which to 
estimate and measure, as well by their own completeness as by their detailed contents, the 
progress each has made in the march of civilization. To them, Statesmen willingly accord 
the credit of bringing to light many hidden errors in the principles of Government, and 
they have disclosed startling and unexpected facts, bearing on the moral, sanitary, and 
social condition of every community which has authorized and provided for their 
compilation. 


3. The most important of these records, at least, in a young country, are those 
which relate to human life, its ailments, and its duration,and which point out both the probable 
causes of its abbreviation and the means most conducive to its prolongation ; it is, therefore, 
a subject of sincere congratulation, that the Government of this Colony should have taken 
early steps to provide for the compilation and publication of a reliable record of its Vital Sta- 
tistics from the first dayof its separate existence. Had this been done in Sydney, the unhealthy 
condition of that town, arising from bad drainage, would have been detected at a time when 
it was far easier of remefly than it now is, and many lives and vast expense would have 
been saved. 


4. If the intentions of the Legislature be carried out and these records be compiled, 
with that attention to correctness their value deserves, they will, in a few years, furnish 
accurate information on many highly important subjects. The effects of the climate in 
different parts of the Colony on the constitutions of our countrymen, the length of life, 
the prevailing diseases, the sanitary condition of the towns, and the increase of population, 
from natural causes, are among the direct results that will be obtained; but a valuable 
mass of information will also be collected, bearing indirectly on the social, moral, and 
educational condition of the inhabitants of Queensland, and periodically detailing, “it is 
to be hoped,” their rapid increase in numbers, wealth, and education, and the proportional 
diminution of vice and crime. 


5. I feel very forcibly the heavy responsibility that has devolved on me of com- 
mencing an independent series of statistical records. I, however, confidently believe that 
the annexed tables, most carefully prepared by the Deputy-Registrar, will be found to 
contain sufficient correct information to meet the expectations of the Legislature, and to 
enable this report to take a creditable place on the same shelf with the admirable and 
voluminous records compiled and published by the Registrars of our sister colonies of 
Australia, to whose previous labours in the same field Iam so much indebted for guidance 
and assistance.

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6. L conceive it to be my first duty to draw the attention of Parliament to some 
important alterations required both in the Marriage Act, 19th Viex No. 30, and the 
Registration Act, 19th Vic., No. 84, and which have been repeatedly pointed out by the 
Registrar-General of New South Wales, who soon became aware of their necessity and 
has lost no opportunity of bringing them under the notice of his Government. Five 
years’ experience has confirmed the resonableness of his early apprehensions, and the 
results which he could at first only point to as likely to occur, it can now be shown have 
come to pass. I trust the subject may not be suffered, in Queensland, to slumber so 
long as it has been permitted to do in New South Wales. 


lst—There is little or nothing in either the Marriage or the Regjstration Act to 
prevent any, the most unfit or improper person, from claiming to be placed on 
the Register as a minister of religion, authorized to celebrate marriages, the 
words of the 11th Clause of the Registration Act compel the Registrar-General 
to register, “as such minister” any person who applies for it, and who 
represents himself in writing to be a minister of any religious sect or 
denomination, and ordinarily officiating as such ; it is true that the . 6th Clause 
imposes a heavy penalty on any person who falsely passes himself off as such 
minister, but I fear that the language cf the 11th Clause is so large as to 
render a conviction, except in some barefaced case, a matter of extreme diffi- 
culty. It does not even seem that the Registrar-General could refuse to Register 
as such minister, any Mahometan, Buddhist, or other Pagan advocate for a 
multiplicity of wives, who represented himself as an ordinarily officiating 
minister of his religion. N.B.—< Distinct provisions have been made in the 
Sth and 9th Sections of the Marriage Act, legalising marriages between 
Quakers or Jews.” The 6th Clause of the Marriage Act is introduced to 
mitigate evils that might ensue from the marriage ceremony being performed 
by a person falsely personifying a minister of religion; but this only partly 
cures the evil, to meet which it seems necessary that the Registrar-General 
should have power to demand satisfactory proof that the applieant’s 
statements regarding himself are correct, before being required to Register 
him ; and, also, that the Registrar-General should have power, at any time, to 
cancel such Registration, as a punishment for wilful inattention to, or disregard 
of the provisions of the Marriage Act. 


2nd—A_ serious deficiency exists in the form of Marriage Certificate given in the 
Marriage Act, by which it is made very easy for a minor to defeat the law, 
and to succeed in getting married without the knowledge or consent of parent 
or guardian. The Certificate does not contain on its face any distinct decla- 
ration of the age of either party, and simple silence defeats the object of the 
10th Clause. The Act, moreover, omits to state how, or by whom, or before 
what tribunal the penalties with which it threatens those who marry minors 
without legal written consent are to be sued for, recovered, or levied, and this 
legal process, which ought to be as simple and summary as possible, is rendered 
intricate and uncertain. The Registrar-General of New South Wales, so far 
back as his Second Annual Report, Folio 7, Clause 14, says (and my short ex- 
perience already enables me to confirm his statement), that “he has reason to 
believe that the provisions of the law, which require the written consent of the 
parent or guardian, are not duly regarded, and, that two or three instances of 
marriages irregularly celebrated in this respect had already come to light.” 
This, he adds, requires the prompt application of a remedy, or great social evil and 
private unhappiness will ensue from the clandestine marriage of minors. He 
also gives, in the same Report, a form of certificate, which he framed to meet 
this objection as well as to supply all required statistical information. A copy 
of this amended form will be found in the Appendix marked P, and I would re- 
commend it to be substituted for the one now in use. 


drd—Connected with the same subject, and equally requiring alteration, is the power 
possessed by any parties of insisting on being married by the Registrar on the 
spot; the possibility of any timely enquiries being made, or of any publicity 
being given to the marriage, is thus quite destroyed. A Select Committee of 
the Legislative Council of New South Wales, in their Report to that House on 
the Marriage Laws, presented in the year 1853, particularly recommended that 
at least ten days notice should be given, so as to give to parents or guardians 
the opportunity of objecting, in cases of minority or other disabilities. It is 
difficult to conceive why so beneficial a recommendation was not attended to 
when the present Act was framed. The required publicity might be obtained 
by exposing, for a stated period, a notice outside the d ors of the Registration 
Office and of the Supreme Court, or some other public building. 


4th—An objection has been taken by the Registrar-General of New South Wales to 
the solemn declaration required to be taken in certain cases by the 22nd Clause 
of the Registration Act, that it gives extra trouble with no corresponding ad- 
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vantage, is not calculated to gain the object sought, and is useless, and he 
recommends that it should either be entirely dispensed with, or that a fine of 
five shillings be levied, as is the case in South Australia. The solemn decla- 
ration alluded to is to be taken by parents who desire to register a birth more 
than sixty days after it has occurred. In the opinion that the declaration is 
useless I entirely agree, but I must be permitted to doubt whether the infliction 
of a penalty for not having registered the birth in proper time isnot more likely 
to end in its never being registered, than in the parents voluntarily coming 
forward to confess their neglect and to pay for it ; while from those parents who 
are willing to register, but have been prevented by distance or other untoward 
circumstances, it would be hardly right to exact a fine. I think, however, that 
the intention of the Act to make registration imperative is not clearly enough 
enunciated, and the penalty incurred by neglect might perhaps be made of 
more effect by giving one-half the penalty recovered to the informer. 


7. It is much to be regretted that there should exist among the uneducated, par- 
ticularly in the country districts, such an aversion to register either birth or death, in spite 
of the best exertions of the District Registrars, of whose general activity and intelligence I 
desire to make most fayourable mention, it interferes sadly with the correctness of these 
returns. Its very absurdity only makes it more difficult to combat by reason or argument, 
but there is little doubt that time, the spread of education, and the examples and persuasions 
of those who more truly appreciate both the public and the private benefit conferred by 
correct statistical returns, and reliable official means of tracing descent, inheritance, or 
relationship, will ultimately overcome it. 


8. The best thanks of the community are due to those medical gentlemen who have 
been kind enough to supply certificates of the cause of death ; the information thus 
obtained is very valuable, and it is earnestly desired that they will continue to give their 
assistance to make the Nosological Tables as complete as possible. In reply to those 
gentlemen who do not approve (some in one respect some in another) of the particular 
classification of disease employed in the following tables, I would observe that, admitting it 
not to be as correct or perfect as it should be, it is nevertheless the classification used’ 
throughout Great Britain, New South Wales, and Victoria, having been adopted and 
arranged by one of the first Nosologists of the present day; and that to depart from it to 
suit the ideas of individual medical gentlemen, would be to sacrifice the great and certain 
advantage of an unity of classification to the vain hope of drawing up a form that would 
please all, the subject being one in which perfect unanimity is impossible. I hope that the 
medical profession in Queensland will admit that there is sume force in this argument, and 
cordially assist “ even in opposition to their individual ideas of classification,” in perfecting 
tables which will hereafter supply such valuable information to their body, although perhaps 
not exactly given in the form each thinks best. That there is plenty of room for improve- 
ment is evidenced by the fact that one-seventh of all deaths in the country are unspecified. 
So much importance is “in the Colony of South Australia” attached to these certificates, 
that they have been made the subject of legal enactment, and a heavy penalty imposed on 
their omission. 


9. The population of the Colony, which forms an important element in many of the 
deductions and comparisons for which the following tables furnish materials (vide appendix O), 
can only bean approximation, and thenumberis arrived at by adding to the population as given by 
the last Census, the annual increase arising from immigration, from excess of births over deaths, 
from the excess of arrivals over departures by the coast ; these returns would have given no 
doubt, a close approximation to the truth, had it not been for the sudden violent rush of 
population to the Rockhampton Gold-fields. The permanent increase arising from this cause 
can only be guessed at, whilst of the proportion of the sexes, of the ages, occupations, 
locations, &c., &c., of the population, but a very vague guess canbe made. The approaching 
Census will probably supply many deficiencies, and correct many inaccurate assumptions. 


10. Ihave considered it desirable, in this First Annual Report, to include some 
particulars shewing the results of former registrations for each year, from the commencement 
of the system, to render as comprehensible as possible the data for future calculations, 
The Records in this office, owing to its having till the Day of Separation been only a 
branch office, do not permit those particulars to be as varied or as full as T should have 
desired to make them. 


11. In framing and compiling the tables annexed to this report, I have folluwed the 
general plan and forms adopted by the Registrar-General of New South Wales, for I 
believe that in statistics, novelty, unless attended by decided improvement, is rather to ke 
avoided than sought after. A few more items ef comparison between the Vital Statistics 
of Queensland and of New South Wales, which suggested themselves as likely to be useful 
have been added, and I should have been glad to have extended them to other countries 
had I been provided with the necessary books or works of reference ; this deficiency will, 
T hope, be supplied before long. 
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12. All the Records of the Colony are in my custody, and I think I should do wrong 
if I was to close this Report without observing that my Offices are not safe places of ey 
for so many valuable documents, that they do not afford sufficient pean 4 : 
persons daily employed in them, and are so scattered and divided as to cause considerable 
inconvenience and loss of time. 


13. With these few introductory remarks, which I hope may not seem ee Hote 
I will proceed to some explanation of the Tables, and of the more striking results they bring 
to light,

From this it appears that between the Ist January, 1857, and the 50th November, 
1859, there were 2,707 births registered; 1,373 males, and 1,354 females, or 103 males to 
100 females. In England in 1855 the proportion was 104 males to 100 females. The 
same law holds good throughout the world, the proportion of males born is always greater 
than of females.

From this it appears that out of 680 persons married, 121 or 17-79 per cent. 
signed with a mark. 


It will be observed that more females than males made a mark. Of females the 
per centage is 25:29 whereas of males the per centage is only 1029. In England in 1855 
the per centage of males who made use of the mark was 24°5, and of females 41-2. 


Several reasons have been given to account for this difference of education between 
the sexes, but none seems satisfactory, and probably no single cause can be assigned, but a 
combination of circumstances most likely brings about the result.

Thus the number of Marriages was 193, 7.e. 386 persons were Married, and out of 
those 101 signed with a mark, or 29-16 per cent., about 9 per cent. more than in Brisbane, 
as might have been expected. The better educated class of mechanics and laborers remain 
in the City, whilst the less educated go into the interior. From the above we find that the 
average per centage of those Married who sign with a mark in the whole Colony is 21:97. 
In England it was in 1855 32°8, about 11 per cent. more than in Queensland.

Hence it will be seen that in four years 1,485 Deaths have occurred, whereas 4,035 
Births have taken place, there has therefore been an increase of 2,550, or about 2°9 per 
cent. per annum, estimating the average population during the four years at 22,000 In 
England, according to calculations extending over a period of 151 years, the average 
increase per cent. per annum is about 1:11. 


In Sydney the mortality amongst children is very great, the average per centage of 
Deaths on the whole number of Deaths recorded, of children under tive years of age during 
four years being 46:21; and according to the Statistical Register of South Australia for 
1859, the Deaths of children under two years of age were 53°8 per cent. of the whole Deaths 
in that Colony. 


3. The Table K below shows the difference between the per eentage of Deaths under 
2 years and 5 years on the total number of Deaths Registered at Brisbane and Sydney 
during the period commencing Ist March, 1856, and ending 31st December, 1859, and it 
appears to be slightly in favor of Brisbane, it is however a melancholy fact, and deserving 
of most serious consideration, that out of every 100 persons who die more than 43 die 
before they arrive at the age of 5 years, and it is but a poor consolation to know that about 
34 per cent. more die in Sydney then in Brisbane under the age of two years, and 3 per 
cent. more under the age of five years.

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4, Table L compares the relative proportions of Births to Deaths in the towns of 
Brisbane and Sydney, and we perceive that it is largely in our favour. Whether we should 
compare well with Great Britain, I am unable to say, from a want of Statistical works of 
reference ; but I trust this deficiency may soon be supplied so that hereafter many com- 
parisons may be drawn, both interesting and useful.

In the large mortality in Sydney we clearly see the evil effects, even in these 
salubrious climates, of a condensed population unprovided with the essential safeguards to 
health, viz. effective sewerage and abundance of pure water. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that early steps may be taken to guard this town from a like lamentable expenditure of 
human life. 


5. The following comparison (M) between the causes of Deaths Registered at Sydney, 
and those Registered at Brisbane during the years 1857, 1858, and 1859, may, I hope, 
prove beneficial.

It would at present be premature to attempt to arrive at any definite conclusion from 
the above Table, yet, if a similar comparison be made every year, it is confidently believed 
that after a lapse of time much useful information may be obtained. Thus the number of 
Deaths from Zymotie Diseases appears to be slightly less here than in Sydney ; if a like 
result be found every or nearly every year we may fairly conclude that those residing in this 
district are more free from inflammatory diseases than those living in Sydney. 


A strict attention to drainage and proper sanatory regulations, before the City has 
been much built over, and whilst the population is comparatively small, will conduce to keep 
down the per centage of Deaths from this class of diseases. 


It may seem strange that the average number of Deaths from Diseases of the 
Respiratory System should be greater here than in Sydney, but when it is remembered that 
many come here from other places in the last stage of Consumption, the fact is easily 
accounted for. 


The number of Deaths in this District from drowning and other accidents must 
appear to all as very great, double the number of those in Sydney; what reason to give, i 
know not. I should expect to find a great difference between Queensland and Great 
Britain, since accidents are more likely to occur in a new than an old country; but why 
there should be such a difference between Brisbane and Sydney is not apparent. 


6 This Table (N) has been made for the purpose of shewing the difference of 
mortality during the four quarters of the year. So far as the district of Brisbane is 
concerned the first and last quarters seem to be the least healthy, and the third is a shade 
less healthy than the second: but a long period will probably be required for investigation 
to discover any decided ‘difference between these two. That the first three months of the 
year are the most sickly, is an opinion generally entertained, and Statistics verify its truth.
